Win the new bridge be as imposing 
architecturally as the old? The old 
one has beautiful granite towers, and 
the new one will lack the grandeur 
that they gave. But the new one will 
be the more graceful, owing to the 
open steelwork that is used through- 


out. 
In relative strength the new one will 
not. outdo the old. But its actual 


strength will de far greater. | Where 


the old bridge has only eighty-five 
feet width of roadway, the new one 
will have 118 feet. 

The old one carries only two railroad 
tracks, that were built for it, although 
two additional tracks have been laid, 
one on each carriage way. The new 
bridge wili@iave two lines of track for 
regular railroad traffic and four tracks 
for trolley service. 

Instead of one sidewalk, it will have 
two. In addition, it will have two 
bicycle paths. 

In general construction and design it 
does not differ materially in most re- 
spects from the present bridge. Its 
span is 1600 feet between towers, and 
its approaches will make its total 
length between terminals 7200 feet, 700 
feet more than the old bridge.. 

The height of the roadway over the 
river will be the same as that of the 
old, 135 feet at the center of the span. 
But the towers of the old b are 
only 278 feet high, against the 332 feet 
of the new bridge.

RESPONSE. 

To the foregoing letter, written by 
one of the leading merchants of the 
city, the following response was made 
by the editor of The Times: .

H. W. Frank, Esq.. (Harris & 
Frank,). city—Dear Sir: 1 have your 
letter of this date, and respond at 
once in explicit terms. 

In answer to your direct inquiries, I 
reply that there is no truth at all in 
the allegation of the Los Angeles Her- 
ald, twice or thrice made, that I ever 
refused a request or overture made by 
or on behalf of Samuel Gompers for 
an interview on labor matters, or on 
any other subject. I never received 
such a request from him, or in his 
behalf, through any merchant or other 
person, either directly or indirectly, 
either oral, written, telegraphic or 
telephonic; and, therefore, I made no 
response such as is alleged, nor any 
response at all. 

You will observe by the statement 
published in the Herald of this date. 
purporting to come from Samuel 
Gompers, that he does not even pre- 
tend to claim that he himself made 
any request of me of any kind, nor 
that he received any response from 
me. The statement put forth by him 
is that some other person (not 
named) telephoned to me, suggesting 
an interview. Mr. Gompers merely 
assumed that that other person did 
telephone to me, when, as a matter 
of fact, he did not, nor did anyone 
else telephone me on that subject, nor 
communicate with me in any way, as 
I have already stated, 

From the look of the thing, Gom- 
pers appears to have been buncoed by 
one of his followers, some cunning 
and unscrupulous individual bent on 
mischief, who apparently imposed 
upon the labor leader by falsehood 
and misrepresentation, in order to 
still further stir up his bile against 
me and The Times. Gompers was 
thereby led into the mistake of sup- 
posing that some one made the al- 
leged overture to me; and he has 
committed the further blunder of 
rushing into print in the Herald with 
a statement, the truth of whith he 
cannot substantiate from personal 
knowledge, for the reason already 
given, namely, that he did not him- 
self communicate with me, and does 
not even. pretend to have done so. 
It he really wants the truth to be 
known, he will write another letter, 
and either modify his statement or 
attempt to refute the facts as I have 
presented them to you in this letter. 

As for the Herald, the evident de- 
termination of that reckless and 
hostile newspaper to distort the 
facts, to suppress the truth, and to 
deceive its readers is so manifest that 
no credence can de given to its va* 
rious and vicious publications touch- 
ing this matter. 

You have observed that in the Her- 
ald's first statement, published last 
Saturday, it charged that a “reputable 
merchant,” without naming him, 
brought or sent the Gompers overture 
to me.

EMOCRATS FOR GAGE. 

It is not in the least surprising 
to learn that the Burns-Gege gang- 
sters are making a bid for Democratic 
help at primaries, nor that they 
are getting promises of such assist- 
ance. There is no candidate whom 
the Republicans could nominate whose 
nomination would better please their 
opponents than would that of Mr.

UNIVERSITY OF CAIFORNIA. 


Broad University Extension Movement 
to Be Inaugurated With New School 


Year—Full Sugar Course. 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 

BERKELEY, Aug. 4.—Among the 
new departures which will mark the 
University of California year begin- 
ning next Friday, will be the inaugura- 
tion of a broad university-extension 
movement, the establishment of a reg- 
ular four years’ sugar course, includ- 
ing instruction in sugar growing, su- 
gar chemistry, the designing and ure 

sugar machinery, and the manage- 
ment of the sugar ranch, plantation 
and factory; the organization of in- 
struction in public speaking, chemical 
technology and anthropology; the com- 
pletion of a full law course, made 
possible by Mrs. Sather's generosity in 
providing a good law library, and the 
further development of the short course 
in dairying. 

The university-extension movement 
is to be organized by H. Morse Steph- 
ens, A. A. formerly a university-ex- 
tension lecturer for the University of 
Oxford, Eng., who has recently re- 
signed a chair in history at Cornell to 
become professor of history and di- 
rector of university extension. During 


visit as many as possible of the com- 
munities which are interested in uni- 
versity extension, to consult with rep- 
resentative citizens, and to give public 
addresses on the nature of the move- 
ment. He will alse form university- 
extension centers in at least three 
towns in Southern Califorina and in at 
least three in Middle California. At 
each center he will deliver lectures at 
intervals of two weeks. 

The courses will be planned to be 
of interest to a general audience, After 
each lecture Prof. Stephens wil con- 
duct a study class for those—generally 
a minor portion of his audience—who 
wish to undertake systematic reading, 
recitations and theme reading. Those 
members of the study classes who pass 
examinations will receive credit toward 
a university degree. 

The work of the first year will be 
largely experimental. Only after Prof. 
Stephens is in touch with Califorina 
needs will staff lecturers be appointed 
and traveling libraries formed. n 
succeeding years Prof. Stephens will 
organize university extension centers 
for every California community whose 
citizens will . provide the fee for a 
course, $300, and meet the local expense. 
A large staff of permanent university- 
extension lecturers will be organized, 
including specialists in history, liter- 
ature, economics, art, science or in- 

ry. These staff lecturers will de- 
vote their entire time to university 
extension work. They will be perma- 
nently attached to the University, they 
will receive stated salaries, and in no 
sense will the undertaking be of a pri- 
vate or money-making nature. The 
university has organized this new de-

“That report will be approved.” 
Such is the opinion of Charlies F. 
Lummis, chairman of the Warner's 
Ranch Indian Commission as expressed 
last night, after reading the dispatches 
of yesterday from Washington, stat- 
ing that the commission report, just 
received, had been laid aside for the 
time being, and expressing the opin- 
ion of the anti-Lummis contingent of 
the Indian bureau that the report will 
bear no weight in the ultimate selec- 
tion of a new home for the Indians 
of Agua Caliente. 


Considerable jealousy of the local | 


commission exists among the small 
fry of the Indian department in Wash- 
ington. retary of the Interior 
Hitchcock is on his vacation, and 
President Roosevelt, whose personal 
interest in the Indian situation is re- 
sponsible for the pointment of the 
commission, is not in Washington at 
present. Indian Commissioner Jones, 
who, while here, expressed his official 
approval of the Lummis re is just 
returning to the capital. the com- 
mission's report has fallen into the 
hands of the enemy. Mr. Lummis said 
last night: 

“There is not the slightest ground 
for apprehension. The report will be 
approved and acted upon. That action 
will do more for the Mission Indians 
than has ever before been done at 
one stroke and more definitively. There 
wont be any need to put patches on 
that case hereafter. 

“How do I know that the report 
will be approved? Twice! In the first 
place, the Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs while here examined the report 
and gave it his unqualified approval. 
He had full and satisfactory confer- 
ences with the commission, giving this 
matter the majority of his time in 
Southern California. He made no se- 
cret of his surprise and gratification at 
the amount and thoroughness of the 
work performed by the commission. 

“But this is only incidental. The re- 
port cannot help being approved. It 
is inevitable. It does not rest on any 
legal authority of the commission to 
issue mandates to the department, for 
it has no such authority. It is purely 
advisory. But the report derives its 
invulnerability from its contents. It 
makes such a presentment of facts that 
no honest man after reading it can 
for an instant entertain any further 
thought of carrying out Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin’s recommendation of the 
Montserrate Ranch—and we are deal- 
ing with an honest department. For 
that matter. no dishonest official would 
dare go counter to the showing here 
made. It is a dead-open-and-shut case.

This general denunciation of the rall- 
road officers and weak-kneed censuring 
of the trainmen not only leaves un- 
done the very work for’ which the jury 
was impaneled, but effectually estops 
any further proceedings for the pun- 
ishment of the persons responsible for 
the wreck. The investigation and ver- 
dict is resultiess, except to create a 

among the very small class of un- 
heeding against a corporation. With 
such a verdict there can be, and there 
will be no criminal prosecutions. Cor- 
oner Holland and Deputy District At- 
torney Wilbur. speaking for the offices 
from which such prosecution woula 
naturally emanate, both stated 
night that the verdict is futile. 
INQUBST INCIDENTS. 

The taking of testimony was quite 
informal, and the inquest was repicte 
with unusual and unpariiamentary in- 
cidents. Almost every one of the doze, 
or more witnesses was subjected to 
quizzing by not only the journalisc 
jurors, “Editor” Murray and the Cor- 
oner, but by the lawyers for possible 
claimants and witnesses with contrary 
views. This led to several word duels 
petween angry men, with — 1 dluster- 
ing, denunciation and thinly- 
velled threatening. 

The clash of testimony occurred be- 
tween the telegraph operators and the 
switchmen, with the yardmaster and 
other employés caught between. The 
operators at La Grande Station receive 
orders from the train dispatcher at San 
Bernardino and transmit them to train. 
men here, and in this vicinity. The 
operators testified that the switching 
train had no business outside the yard 
limite without written orders, which 
they said they had never refused. The 
ewitchmen set up the claim that the 
operators had refused them such or- 
ders, and they had to go without them 
or lose their positiogs for not doing 
their work. 

This conflict of testimony was the oc- 
casion of several exciting scenes, the 
switchmen confronting the operators 
and interrogating them as to certain 
alleged instances when orders had been 
refused. The operators stuck to their 
claim that they had not refused the 
orders, and after such a word duel the 
switchman would walk away with sar- 
castic, denunciatory or threatening

was on the stand, Foreman B. F. Wal- 
bridge asked him if he did not know

He opined that Foreman 
Waldridge and ineer Guthrie of 
the switching train were solely to 
blame, as the rules gave them abso- 
lutely no right or excuse for going out- 
side without orders. It refused orders, 
they should wait forty-eight hours, or 
even put up their train and go home, if 
unable to get orders.

In emergencies, he 
said, trains ventured out without or- 
ders, but such cases were extremely 
rare, and the offending crews always 
did — — on their own responsibility and 
themselves by placing warn- 

torpedoes or flagmen at a proper 
2 each end of their train. 

George Spelts, acting night yard- 
master. gave somewhat. contradictory 
testimony. He was late to work on the 
night of che wreck, he said, and was 
not on hand when the special left. He 
deciared that the operator should have 
notified one of the subordinate yard- 
men, who would have in turn warned 
the switching crew. He said he knew 
that the rules were being violated, but 
as his next superior. Genera! Yard- 
master Hutchinson. had stated that 
the yard limits had been extended so 
the switchmen could work without or- 
ders and evidently was aware that the 
rules were being violated, he (Spelts) 
had not seen fit to report on it. He re- 
fused to give his opinion as to who was 
responsible. saying that was the busi- 
ness of the high officials, and closed 
his somewhat remarkable statement 
with that, as it was against the rules,
